wrap things up officially. Unless 
President Nixon calls them back 
earlier, 
the 
legislators 
will 
not 
return until Jan. 21 lor the start ot 
the 92nd Congress. 
The last roadblock to adjournm ent 
was pushed aside Thursday when 
Senate opponents of the supersonic 
transport 
reluctantly accepted a 
House take-it-or-leave it vote to 
continue 
the controversial 
plane 
until March 30. A Senate meeting 
was set for Saturday to formally 
seal 
the 
decision 
and 
officially 
adjourn. 


But for all but official purposes, 
the 91st Congress was gone. 
The House shut its doors later 
Thursday afternoon, alter passing 
an adjournment resolution which 
now must be signed by the Senate.

Make It Oakland and Dallas

BALTIMORE, Md —(N EA)—In San Francisco, the con­ 
frontation of pupil and master. Here in Baltimore, the 
head-on collision of old dynasty and new power. That’s 
the shape-up for the road to Super Bowl in the National 
Football League. 
In the National Football Conference, the staid element 
of football, it’s the precise coaching of Tom Landry and 
the Dallas Cowboys against the precise coaching of Dick 
Nolan and the San Francisco 49ers, the host team in the 
NFC title game. In the American Football Conference, 
the Baltimore Colts, who were winning championships on 
the wings of Johnny Unitas when that branch of football 
was just a gleam in Lamar Hunt’s eye, entertain the 
gleaming silver helmets of the Oakland Raiders who sym­ 
bolize the rise from nothing of the old American Foot­ 
ball League. 
Here is how they match up: 


AMERICAN FOOTBALL CONFERENCE 
The Baltimore Colts have spent a year of indoctrination 
among their new brethren, getting used to the look of 
bump-and-run defense, odd-man lines and multiple forma­ 
tions coming out of the I. Strangely unimpressive at 
times, they nevertheless had the second best regular 
season record in the N FL (behind Minnesota). They rely 
on a 37-year-old quarterback—Unitas, of course, with a 
tender elbow. They nave the slowest set of running backs 
in the playoffs, Norman Bulaich and Tom Nowatzke. 
Their offensive line is undersized by pro standards. 
On defense, they’re young and vulnerable at the corners 
but they cover up individual weaknesses by relying heavi­ 
ly on zone coverage. Most of their pass rush comes from 
the Smith boys, old Billy Ray, 35 and young Bubba, 25. 
They have a terrific middle linebacker, Mike Curtis, and 
two solid safeties in Jerry Logan and Rick Volk. Defense 
has carried the Colts this year, just as it carried them to 
the Super Bowl in 1968. 
The Oakland Raiders come close to the most impressive 
blend of physical talent in all of football put together 
painstakingly by A1 Davis who once served his apprentice­ 
ship as a talent scout for the Colts and is now the general 


managing partner of the team. They are deep in all 
positions and should have the competitive maturity to go 
all the way. 
A tipoff on the game is the way Kansas City man­ 
handled the Colts physically this year and Oakland is in 
the Chiefs’ class as a power unit. Their offensive line, 
built around center Jim Otto, a Raider original, is one of 
the best in the NFL. Their wide receivers, Warren Wells 
and Fred Biletnikoff, match the Colts’ pair of Roy Jef­ 
ferson and Eddie Hinton. Rookie Raymond Chester as a 
tight end is also in John Mackey’s class. And their run­ 
ning backs are better receivers than Baltimore’s set. 
Quarterback Daryle Lamonica isn’t bashful about throw­ 
ing. either. 
Defensively, the Raiders have the best secondary in the 
league, rely mainly on man-to-man coverage and have an 
active front four, with tackle Tom Keating the most 
active man on the field. 
Lamonica can be stubborn, though, in trying to hit the 
long bomb. And bad weather could hurt their game plan. 
The kicking games for both teams are solid. Maybe old 
George Blanda’s a shade more reliable i ; the clutch as a 
place kicker, but Colts have a punting edge in David Lee. 
Look ior the Raiders to harass Unitas into interceptions 
and their front four will shut off the Colt’s running. Wells 
and Biletnikoff hold the key. If Lamonica reaches them 
early the Raiders will romp. My prediction: Oakland 27, 
Baltimore 17. 


NATIONAL FOOTBALL CONFERENCE 
There’s only one department in which the San Francisco 
49ers hold a definitive edge over the Dallas Cowboys. But 
it’s the vital one—quarterback. John Brodie in a cham­ 
pionship showdown is a guy you’d rather have than Craig 
Morton who has a shaky history in title games. 
Tactically it will be an interesting battle. The 49ers’ 
Nolan served his coaching apprenticeship under the Cow­ 
boys’ Landy and even played for him as a defensive back. 
So both teams use the tightly disciplined defensive phi­ 
losophy evolved by Landry with strong dependence on 
eyes and interaction of all defenders. They feature com­ 
bination coverage, calculated blitzes, flexed front fours

Ft Bragg Commander Takes Bold Step 
Army Tries to Unhook Addicts 


(Second of Three Articles.) 
By TOM TIEDE 


FT. BRAGG. N.C.—(N EA ) 
—Ward 30 of the post hospi­ 
tal here is enough to make 
any old-line militarist pull 
out his crew cut. It’s painted 
in 
sticky psychedelic, 
the 
walls are covered with anti­ 
war posters, there is a list of 
the Black P a n t h e r party 
rules on one of the lockers 
an 1 
stubble-bearded, 
T- 
shirted, dirty-booted GIs are 
sacked out in beds listening 
to hi-fi hard rock. 


It’s so bad that when the 
base commander, Lt. Gen. 
John Tolson, was escorting 
some high brass around the 
{ lace recently, one visitor 
gulped visibly and said, “ I 
really don’t know if I can 
agree with such a place as 
this.” 
“ That’s all right,” Tolson 
replied, “ it isn’t for you any­ 
way.” 
Ward 30 at Ft. Bragg is 
for drug addicts. About a 
dozen or more at any given 
time. It is the only part of 
the post, indeed the only part 
of the Army, where hop- 
heads, acid freaks, pillpop- 
pers and the like can rest in 
peace. 


And more than this, it is 
the most encouraging exam­ 
ple in the nation of how far 
the military is prepared to 
go to make its service rele­ 
vant to the ’70s. 


For y e a r s t h e armed 
forces denied it had any 
drug problem at all, as if 
small-arms t r a i n i n g and 
short haircuts could change 
lifestyles of needle-nursing 
recruits from America’s sav­ 
age urban streets. Then John 
Tolson, encouraged by new 
w i n d s of c h a n g e in the 
Army, decided to investigate 
for himself. 
He called in black soldiers 
from H a r l e m , tough kids 
from the back alleys of Bal-

Coun­ 
seling is amateurish, pro­ 
gramming lacks imagination 
and, despite assurances of 
absolute privacy and immu­ 
nity to enrolled addicts, ev­ 
erybody from the Army chief 
of staff to Army investiga­ 
tors snoop the premises.

Hell Freezes O ver?

IN T ER N A T IO N A L F A LLS, Minn. (N EA ) 
One of the things television commerc ials have given 
America is a first-hand look at charming, out-of-the-way 
places like International Falls, Minn. 


The name reminds you of something, right? Like a fall­ 
ing icicle, maybe? That’s because the people who shoot 
TV ads will go to almost any lengths, including distance, 
to give their spiel an authentic flavor. 


So, while Bonneville Salt Flats attracts tire testers and 
Death Valley warms to air conditioners, International 
Falls is that great proving ground for anything you’ve 
got to put on ice. It is—you must know—the coldest city 
in the United States. 


Snow stays here from November to May while tempera­ 
tures hibernate in the bottom of thermometer bulbs. The 
record low is 49 degrees below zero, but usually the tem­ 
perature is only 30 or 35 below. 


Cold jokes flow faster than antifreeze: “ There’s only 
one way to start a car after a 40-below night,” says the 
man. “ Triple A.” 


In most U.S. cities, mothers warn children to stay out 
of the sun. In International Falls, kids are told not to go 
around touching their tongues to metal bars because, up 
here on the Canadian border, tongues freeze and stick to 
metal bars. “ Iss nawt honny,” said one victim. 


The onslaught continues. TV admen with their auto 
batteries and snow tires and quick-starting gasolines keep 
coming. The other day, the Campbell Soup people brought 
in a whole truck-load of tomato soup to “ warm up” Inter­ 
national Falls during a snowmobile race. 
Mayor H. E. Bannen was not warmed. Ail this chilling 
publicity about his city and its bottomed-out thermometer 
leaves him cold. 
“ Frankly, he said, “ we really don’t care for that type 
of advertising up here. We feel it discourages people from 
coming here to hunt and fish—and many of us depend on 
that kind of business.” 
Mayor Bannen, a dentist, feels International Falls is 
not deserving of its reputation as the ice box of the nation. 
“ A lot of people come up here and are surprised it’s 
not as cold as they thought it would be,’’ he said. 
I don’t 
think it’s as cold up here as it is in Minneapolis because 
ours is a dry cold. They have a very damp, raw cold in 
Minneapolis. We don’t have their humidity.” 
Many local residents agree. “ It just looks had on the 
thermometer,” sa'd Mrs. Jack Laimei 
“ Our seven kids 
can go out in 20-below weather and stav on the slopes all 
day.” 
There are other frigid places in the United States, of 
course. Lone Rock, Wise., Leadville, Colo., Frazier, Cole., 
and Minot. N.D., all perennially rival International Falls 
for the next electric blanket ad. 
“ That's fine with me.” said a motel owner here “ I wish 
they’d take their cold show somewhere else, anyway. 
This is getting to be the most commercial city in the 
country. 
Mayor Banner considered the problem. 
“ It’s not that we mind national exposure,” he said, 
“ and we don’t mind having a reputation for being cold. 
Winter is big business here. Our kids walk around wear­ 
ing buttons that say, ‘Stamp Out Summer,’ and Think 
Snow.’ But we don’t like a reputation that extreme 
“ When you say, ‘the coldest place in the U.S.,’ a lot of 
people are going to have second thoughts about bringing 
their business here. They get . . . well, you know . . . ” 
Cold feet, mayor?

cedural mistakes. “ The only 
thing that really matters.” 
says one addict, r e c e n t l y 
back from Vietnam, “ is that 
we got a place to come to for 
help. Man, you don’t know 
what that means.

There are, again compared 
to civilian programs, few in­ 
novations. But there is at 
least one in-patient twist that 
merits more c a r e f u l and 
wider study. It is, in GI par­ 
lance, the “ shoot-up room.” 
A black box of a place, with 
m a t t r e s s e s on the floor, 
where several times weekly 
addicts go to, literally, vomit 
their woes. 
Once in the shoot-up room, 
addicts are given containers 
filled with either a barbitu­ 
rate known as brevital, or 
another n o n h a b i t-forming 
drug called ipecac. The bar­ 
biturate is self-injected into 
the vein, causing a mild rush 
s i m i l a r to the “ total or­ 
gasm” thrill of heroin. The 
ipecac is a chemical which 
induces nausea. None of the 
shoot-up room addicts know 
who will get the brevital or 
who will get the ipecac. “ Un­ 
til,” as a veteran says, “ you 
start puking.” 


Post psychologists call the 
shoot-up 
sequence 
“ adver- 
sive conditioning.” Ward 30 


supervisor Capt. Richard E l­ 
more says, “ It’s supposed to 
make the men associate a 
negative effect with what 
they p r e v i o u s l y knew as 
pleasure.” Does it work? “ I 
don’t know,” says Elmore. 
“ Who knows if a n y t h i n g 
w o r k s 
for 
h a r d-c o r e 
junkies?” 
Who knows i n d e e d ? Ft. 
Bragg and the Army, like ev­ 
eryone else working on the 
a d d i c t i o n epidemic, are 
groping. The idea is, how­ 
ever, to find out. And there 
is promise here for tomor­ 
row. Like society, the Army 
is learning that it can no 
longer simply reject misfits, 
it can no longer push every­ 
one through the same cookie 
cutter. 
Actually, says John Tolson, 
“ I ’m not sure we can help 
these kids at all. But so long 
as I ’m post commander, I 
know one thing: We have to 
try.”

The new beginning 


T here is no compelling reason why we observe 
Jan u a ry 1 as the beginning of a new year. 
It m a tte rs not to the planet, as it m akes its appointed 
orbital rounds, at what point the self-im portant little 
cre a tu re s who cling to its suriace say that one revolution 
ot the sun has been com pleted and another begun 
The ancients, in their closeness to and dependence 
upon the cycles of nature, w ere actually m ore sensible 
about this calendar business than we by m arking each 
new year with the coming of spring and the return ot lite 
to the land, or associating it with som e other im portant 
seasonal event, such as the flooding ot the Nile. 
It is only in relatively m odern tim es that we have 
a rb itrarily selected Jan u a ry 1 as New Y ear s Day Lhe 
Julian calendar, which began its y e a r on M arch 25, was, 
in fact, used by G re a t Britain and its Am erican colonies 
until the m iddle ot the 18th century, long a lte r the resto i 
Christendom had adopted the G regorian or reform ed 
calendar. 
We could argue that Jan u ary 1 is a logical choice 
because it com es shortly a lte r the winter solstice, that 
point in the e a rth 's orbit when the days slowly start 
growing longer in the N orthern Hem isphere. 
However, this is purely happenstance, and anyway, for 
those in the Southern H em isphere it m eans just the 
opposite, that the nights a re growing longer and that 
sum m er is ending — no particular cause for celebration. 
No. there is less reason for us to observe Ja n u a ry 1 as 
the beginning of a new calendar y ea r than there is for the

governm ent to continue using July 1 as the beginning ot a 
new 
tiscal year just because, once upon a time. 
Congresses finished their legislative work by the end ot 
June. 
But New Y e ar's Day also falls hard upon C hristm as 
Day. P erhaps here is a clue to the reasoning behind our 
calendar, if reasons we need 
With C hristm as com es the m em ories ot C hristm as 
past, that w arm feeling of good will toward our fellows 
that alw ays m anifests itself at this season and intects 
even the Scrooges among us, as well as a sort ot 
sum m ing up in our minds ot w hat we have done, or tailed 
to do. for ourselves and for others during the previous 
year. 


Some ot the sentim ent, that good will, that resolve to 
do better in the coming year c a rries over tor at least a 
week. All the bills, ot course, c a rry over. 
P erh ap s then it is highly appropriate that our New 
Y e a r's Day, which in all cultures has been a tim e to 
straighten out old debts and m ake plans and resolutions 
for the future, should fall during the one period in the 
y ea r when we are most receptive to thoughts ot a new 
beginning 


Let the astronom ers keep track ot solstices and 
equinoxes and solar revolutions. New Y e a r's Day. like 
C hristm as, is som ething that happens in the heart. And 
in every heart this day is the sam e w ish: 
May it be a Happy New Year.
